“TA” REPORT ay THE EINBPECTOR-GENERAL OF 
CUSTOMS. 


Mr. F, A. Agien, the Iospector-General 
of the Imperial Maritime Customs, has 
submitted to President Yuan Shih-kai an 
important report embodying proposals 
for meeting the Boxer Indemnity pay- 
ment to the end of 1912 and during 1913. 

It will be remembered that the Powers 
‘agreed: to the postponement: of, payment 
until the Ist Januery, 1912, whereon the 
arrears of interest’of the deferred pay- 
ment, according to the Inspector-General 
of Customs; amount at the present rate 
of exchange to £3,329,000 sterling, to mect 
whieh there will be the surplus. of’ the 
Maritime. Native Customs amounting to 
£1,132,000 sterling, Icaving a balance of 
£2,197,000 during 1913. , 

Mr. F, A. Aglen estimates that the total 
sum requirdd to meet all payments under 
the heading of the Boxer Indémnity and 
forcign loans securcd upon the Customs 
revenue is £5,993,000 sterling, payment of 
which is provided for, firstly, by. the 
Maritime Native Customs, secondly, by 
rseven likin collectorates—in-the~-Yangtszec 

; Valley as epecified in the Anglo-Germar 
Loan Agreement of 1898, and, . thirdly, 
tipon the revenues derived from the Salt 
Tax. He, also catimates that the revenue 
from the first, without allowing for any 
increase, although a’ large increase * is 
expected, will-total £6;490,000, and from 
the second £637,000,. which together will 
leave an estimated surplus ‘of £134,500 
sterling.
